With respect to the claim that the 
legislature has no fight under the con- 
stitution to delegate its power to fix 


rates and prevent unjust discrimination 


to a board of commission, the decision 
of Judge Woods is clear and explicit, 
and his. reasoning unanswerable. The 
legislature has precisely the same right 
to delegate certain functions to a board 
ot commission that it has to delegate the 
same or similar functions to a board of 
railroad directors. Ifa board of direc- 
tors can be empowered by the general 
assembly to fix rates and fares, so can a 
board of commission organized. under a 
legislative act. The congress of the 
United States has the power to levy and 
collect taxes, but it does not fol- 
low that congress itself shall be 
required to assess the property of 
the tax-payer and collect the tax. So 
with the state legislature. This body is 
clothed with the power of taxation over 
the whole state, but the general assem bly 
is not required to levy and collect taxes 
through its committees, and to declare 
by an act the value of every piece of 
property in the state subject to taxation. 
It is indispensable to the proper work- 


ings of the machinery of government 


that certain legislative functions and 
powers should be delegated. The dis- 
tinction is between the delegation of 
power to make the law, and the confer- 
ring of authority or discretion as to its 
execution. The first cannot be done; to 
the latter there can be no valid objection. . 
_ We have not the space to present even 
a brief resume of the procession of argu- 
ments which Judge Woods sets in mo- 
tion or the legal authorities which 
he cites. The decision is altogether in 
favor of the rights of the people, and in

His Remains Taken to Montgomery 
fer Interment. 

At four o'clock yesterday morning Mr. 
Feider, of Montgomery, arrived in the city. 
and taking charge of Mr. Johnston's body, 
at once began preparations for its removal 
to Montgomery. From Mr. Feider, who 
wes a partner of Mr Johnston, it was ljearn- 
ed that the news of his« sad death had ali 
but killed his wife, and that the informa 
tion was received in Montgomery with 
great sorrow. 

Duriog the entire day yesterday the sad 
affair was the sole theme of conversation 
Many were heard to say that Johnston's 
death was nota suicide but an accident 
whilet equally asmany firmly believed that 
he died hecause he willed it. 

Mr. Maxwell. who was Mr. Johnston's most 
intimate friend, says that he issure that 
Jobns.on intended to kill himself. Since his 
death he can look pack and remember 
meny an occurrence that foreshadowed 
the end reached. He also says that now he 
nelieves Johnston intended to kill him 
self Tuesday night. This beiief is occa 
sioned by several little incidents that Mr.

From Captain Buck Aldridge, of the po- 
lice force, it is learned that Johnston was 
born in Vermont. Whilst yet a child his 
parents died, and he and his sister went to 
Salem, Alabama, where they had an aunt 
Here they grew up. Johnston was an ap 
prentice in a printing office at that place, 
and there learned his trade. - 

Just before the war he went to New 
Orleans, and whilst there joined a nrilitary 
company. When the war broke out, though 
only a boy, he shouldered his gun and with 
his company went tothe front. Whilst at 
Richmond the ladies of Né@w Orleans pre 
sented his company with a handsome flag, 
and Johnston, as the color-bearer, was del 
egated,to fetch it to the company, and 
ever after that, until the war ciosed 
Johnston and that flag were inseperabie. 
When the war closed he wentto Montgom 
ery. where he was superintendent of the 
State Sentinel, a paper published in that 
city. From ,Montgomery he went to 
New Orleans, and then back to Mong m 
ery, and finally to Atlanta, 

Besides these facts little is known of 
Johnston. No one knows when or whom 
he married, unless it is Mr. Maxwell.

THE TREATMENT OF DISEASE, 


Saggestions in Cases of Diphtheria and — 
Seariet Fever. 

The fq@iowing extract from a circular is- 
rued by Dr. James Crane, of the Brooklyn 
bealth department, has important sugges 
gestions which are equally applicable to 
city and country, wherever these contagious 
diseases €xist: 

“Diphtheria and scarlet fever are highly conta- 
gious diseases, attacking persons of all ages. They 
may be contracted from persons that are already 
affected from the clothe. they have worn and from 
everything which has been in the room with 
them. Even the walls of the room may infect 
persons coming into it after the patieut has recov- 
ered, unless the poison is destroyed. Jn order to 
prevent their spread in a family or house where 
they exist, and to promote the r covery of the 
pernone attacked, the following simple measures 
should be conscientiou«ly aud rigidly carried out, 
thereby preventing much suffe:iog and saving 
human life: 

Au upper, sunsy room, provided if possibie 
with an open fireplace and with uo other cnii- 
dren on the same floor, should be arrauoged for 
the patient by removing everything from it which 
‘Can possibly be spared, such as books, clothiag’ 
and window curtains, remembering that when 
once the patient bas entered the room nothing 
can with safety be removed until disinfected or 
fumigated. Oneor two adults should take the 
entire charge of the patient, under no circum 
stances coming into contact with other persons, 
more especially children. Open windows and 
open fireplaces with fire in them day and night, 
avoiding draughts and chilly air, protect the sick 
and those who nurse them. Nuthing should be 
remov:d from theroom when the patient has 
once entered it until it has been thoroughly dis- 
infected or fomigated. 

“Procure from a drug store one pound of sul- 
phate of zinc: the price should not exceed thirty 
cents Put into an ordinary water pail eight 
tablespoonsful of sulphate of zinc and four ofl 
common salt. and to this add one gallon of boil- 
ing water. This disinfecting solutiou is to be 
kept in the room, and in it should be placed and 
kept for one hour every article of soiled clothing, 
bedding, handkerchiefs, -etc. Whea they ie 
removed from this they should be put into boil- 
ing Water before being washed. The dishes and 
spoons used by the patient should be put into 
boiling water before they are permitted to leave 
theroom. Remember that every article which ts 
in the room can convey the disease, and that 
nothing should go from it uutil the poison which 
it might carry is destroyed. 

‘See that the whoie house from cellar to attic is 
clean. - Keep the cellar dry, weli ventilated and 
well whi ewashed; never allow, even for a day, 
garbage ur other filth to be keptin it. Open the 
windows of sleepiog rooms every day for as long a 
time as possible, fresh air being an excellent dis- 
infectant.”’
